Governor's Office Staff: 

We will have a major power outage at the Juneau Datacenter on June 1 
between 2 a.m. and 2 p.m. I have spoken with the Acting Chief of Staff for 
Governor Palin, the Deputy Chief of Staff for Lt. Governor Parnell, the Director 
of the Division of Elections and the Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget to identify critical Juneau email accounts that must be moved to the 
Anchorage server in the event these accounts are needed during that 
timeframe. 

Your email account has been identified as one that needs to be available during 
this power outage. This outage affects most services housed in or routed 
through the Juneau Datacenter such as email boxes in Juneau and the 
Juneau Wide Area Network (WAN). Your mailbox will be moved to Anchorage 
prior to June l at and moved back to Juneau after the power has been 
restored. 

Chris Jones from the Department of Administration, Enterprise Technology 
Services (ETS) will be coordinating this move with you. He will be contacting 
you the week of May 19^ to arrange a convenient time to move your mailbox. 
The mailboxes will be moved as close to June l st as possible as a slight 
performance degradation can occur when your mailbox is in a different location 
than you are. Your mailbox will be unavailable during the move which will 
occur outside of normal business hours and can take between 30 minutes and 
2-3 hours depending on the size of your mailbox. Please note that ETS is 
coordinating this effort with the Office of the Governor's 1T staff. 

You should also know that during the outage on June l st between 2am and 
2pm, 

• Email on Blackberries and other mobile devices will NOT work 
anywhere in the state. 

• Web Mail will NOT work in Southeast and will only work outside of 
Southeast in State facilities that are connected to the State 
network. 

• Mail using Outlook will ONLY work if your mailbox is not housed 
in Juneau.
